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Election/Restrictions 

Claims 24-29 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 1 1-01-2004. 

Applicant should cancel these claims in response to this office action. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the clip element and 
the puller which pulls the lips into the clip, the contra element, the pressure element, the 
compression of the clip between the contra element and the pressure element, clips 
being connected or unconnected or flexibly connected, and the compression of the lips 
by the clip to effect the seal must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
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of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1 .75(d)(1 ) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: the original specification does not provide antecedent basis 
for a clip element, a puller, the clips being interconnected or not connected, a contra 
element, a pressure element, the contra element and the pressure element 
compressing the clip between them, the puller pulling the lips into the clip, the clip 
distorting plastically, or the clips compressing the lips to effect a seal. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1,3-9,11 and 14-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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In claim 1 , there is no antecedent basis for "the body". 

In claim 22, there is no antecedent basis for "said conduits" as only one conduit 
(with two lips) has been previously claimed. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1 1 ,14,15,21 ,22 and 23 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: each of these claims depends from canceled claims. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 04-06-2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that elements 436" are clips. The examiner is unable to discern 
how each of the struts is a clip. Applicant states that the same clip elements are also the 
pullers. Claim 1 calls for both of these elements... they cannot be one and the same 

unless applicant were to state that the clip elements comprise pullers Regardless, 

the specification fails to state how each of elements 436" acts to pull tissue into itself. 

The language of the claims fails to follow the terms, structure and function of the 
specification to the degree that the metes and bounds of the claims are very difficult to 
determine. The examiner strongly suggests an entire rewording of the claims to follow 
the specification in order to alleviate the problems mentioned above.
